Bo th Ro liso n and Bell said any 
co mment o n the pro po sed o ne 
p er cent increase in state sa lei 
tax wo uld be premature fo r it 
definitely hinges o n the details 
o f the entire budget package. 
Garraghan. co mmenting fur­ 
ther o n the pro po sed spending 
cut in the state said. "It had to 
sart so m eplace . . . Ro cky de­ 
serv es the suppo rt o f ev ery a s­ 
sembly m an and senato r in Al­ 
bany . He has m ine.”

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Root of the Unrest 


The other day. 31 new Justices of the New York Statt 
Supreme Court were sworn in New York City to help 
clear civil and criminal calendars that had become 
choked with cases. Justice Saul Streit. administrative 
judge of the court, said the delay was due in part to the 
“ expanding concept” of the U.S. Supreme Court on civil 
rights and the protection of persons accused of crim e. 
Governor Rockefeller said the new justices would 


strengthen the court “ in these times of turbulence and 
turmoil, when the people look more than ever to the 
courts as the unassailable fortress of order, as the sanc­ 
tuary of stability.** 
Stating that the public order w as under severe pres­ 
sure because of widespread unrest, the Governor con­ 
tinued: “ We are at a point where the crippling strike, 
the student uprising, the violent demonstration, the pro­ 
test by force are challenging the presumptions of an 
orderly society. The clinched fist, the shouted oath, and 
the swinging club have become the all too-familiar fea­ 
tures of the 11 o’clock newscast. 
“ We know what lies at the root of this unrest. We 


are witnessing the frustrations of millions in the nation’s 
racial ghettos who feel trapped, sealed off from the good 
education, the good jobs, the good housing, the good 
life to which everyone aspires. And on the campus we 
are experiencing the rebellion of a new generation, raised 
in m aterial comfort, reaching out uncertainly for new 
values and new meaning in their lives.” 
Rockefeller seem s to forget that Communist propa­ 
ganda and funds have been sparking the unrests, and 
besides, the situations he mentions are hardly those 
which the courts can solve. They require understanding 
and legislative and executive action. The courts have 
done too much already to aggravate them, as Justice 
Streit noted. 
The only way in which the courts can help is to make 


it most unhealthy to be violent or treasonable or to do 
criminal acts. But it will never be done no matter how 
many new judges are added if they continue to hand out 
slap-’em-on the-wrist sentences.

WASHINGTON — The Pans

developments in the military

For, though the 
bombing of the territory of 
North Vietnam by the United 
States 
forces 
has 
stopped, 
infiltration

The 
real question is whether North 
Vietnam will consent to with­

It is clear that the United 
States has improved the South 
V i e t n a m e s e army con­ 
siderably at the same time 
that North Vietnamese forces 
in 
the

deteriorated. 
Hanoi’s

soldiers have had to be sent 
into combat areas with three 
weeks’ training. 
It seems probably th?* the 
Paris talks will not bring any 
formal cease fire but rather 
some kind of agreement about 
mutual withdrawal of troops. 
There is even doubt whether 
a written agreement will lie 
consummated, 
ft. 
is 
though 
that whate\er understanding 
is reached between the United 
States and the Hanoi govern­ 
ment will be verbal, as this 
is probably the only way to 
achieve

objective. 
Any 
such 
procedure

Saigon apprehensive, and the

States will

demonstrate by an adequate 
supply of weapons, 
helicop­ 
ters.

The removal

forces is, of course, a prime 
aim of the North Vietnamese, 
who believe that, once this is 
accomplished, the war can be 
resumed.

themselves

after a number of divisions

Hanoi, on the gother hand, 
is assuming that, without the 
presence of a United States 
army, the South will disin- 
t e g r a t e . 
So 
everything 
depends upon how efficiently 
the training job can be done 
currently in South Vietnam. 
The confidence of American 
officers 
in the 
South 
Viet­ 
namese military organization 
is increasing, but it is con­ 
ceded that Che latter could not 
get along in the next couple 
years without strong support 
from this country. American 
help in the air is likely to 
continue for some time after 
our ground forces there have 
b e e n 
s u b s t a n t i a l l y 
disminished. 
More time will be needed, 
too. to carry out programs

I will endeavor to answer 
some of the most common ques­ 
tions asked by the Home Own­ 
er in this article and future 
articles. 
QUESTION: Why must you 
inspect my home? 
ANSWER: In 1963, the City 
of Kingston applied for a Work­ 
able Program, which is con­ 
trolled by the* Federal Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment, 
better 
known 
as 
(HUD). The city had to agree 
to inspect all houses and apart­ 
ments used as living quarters 
in the city, every five years. To 
accomplish this, the City was 
divided into 10 separate areas, 
of which two areas are in­ 
spected each year. The result 
of 
the 
inspections, 
and 
the 
amount of homes or apartments 
where violations are found and 
corrected, is the basis on which 
our Workable Program can be 
approved for the next year. 
Without these inspections and 
corrections, the Workable Pro­ 


gram would cease and Federal 
help would be denied. If Fel- 
eral help was denied, only the 
program which has been funded 
would be completed, but any 
further program would stop. 
It is not the intention of this; 
program to harass or cause the 
property 
owner 
any 
unkind 
usage, but simply to point out 
to him the dangerous conditions 
which may exist and he be 
made aware of their serious na­ 
ture. 
When a violation is uncovered 
which requires some time to 
correct, this will be granted so 
long as the owner shows his 
good intentions to try and cor­ 
rect them. Should he property 
owner feel that the violations 
for which he was cited, or the 
time granted to comply, are un­ 
fair, he may appeal in writing 
to the Board of Appeals for 
a 
hearing, and state his reason. 
The Board’s decision will state 
how the case will be completed. 
Before the inspector starts to 
work in an area he will leave a 
notice of his intentions in your 
mail box, please, read it very 
carefully, it will help you to un­ 
derstand the necessity of these 


inspections. Should you need a 
special time for the inspection, 
call the Building Department 
and a special time will be ar­ 
ranged to fit your schedule at 
home. However, every home or 
apartment must be inspected, 
and the Department’s requests 
each owner or tenant to make 
every effort to comply. 
It is not our desire to have 
to gain admission to anyone’s 
home by legal 
means of a 
search warrant. After the in­ 
spection is made a notice will 
be mailed showing the neces­ 
sary corrections to be made 
and time allotted to comply, or 
a letter stating that your home 
is in compliance. 
The Housing Code Inspectors 
work out of the Building Depart­ 
ment Office and the Building 
Inspector is responsible for this 
report, and is the chief investi­ 
gative officer for the Housing 
Code Commission.

Queens College, one of a half

At San Fancisco State Col­ 
lege, police broke up a demon 
stration after arresting fiv e stu­ 
dents and pushing a crowd of 
50 away from the college en­ 
trance. Striking m em bers of the 
American Federation of Teach­ 
ers also defied a court order 
and resum ed picketing but kept 
clear of students dem onstrators.
